NO REAL BRITISH “ NOBILITY’ 


No Member of the English Peerage, 
With Few Exceptions, Can Qive 
Proof of Ancient Lineage. 


In England the Saxon “thane” was 
transformed, after the Norman con­ 
quest, into a “baron" unless the domi­ 
nant power entirety deprived him of 
his position as a nobleman. 
It Is 
possible that many thanes were ab­ 
sorbed In the English yeomanry. 
In 
France and Germany the prefix “deH 
and "von,” which are essentially lo­ 
cal. designated noble rank. 
Even in 
poor old Ireland, where nearly every 
man boasts of his descent from kings, 
“O” and “Mac” are aristocratic sym­ 
bols, although many Irishmen of today 
have for one reason or another discard­ 
ed the prefix. But In England the cus­ 
tom has died out. 
The wearing of coat armor was for 
centuries a badge of nobility, but the 
right to wear coat armor was grant­ 
ed ao tavishly that the membera of 
the English peerage can, with few Ex­ 
ceptions, give no proof of any ancient 
linenge. 
There is, in fact, no real 
"nobility” In England in the aense 
in which the word la used in conti­ 
nental Europe. 
It is a curious cir­ 
cumstance that many real "gentlemen,” 
In the heraldic sense of that unfortu­ 
nate word, have never worn coat armor 
at all and were neither desirous nor 
competent to exhibit a coat-of-arms to 
the persons who attach vaiue to such 
an empty possession. 
Heralds have 
failed to establish any man’s right to 
call himself a “gentleman,” and the 
majority of genealogies given for the 
British “nobility” and "gentry” are In 
ail probability mythical or, in the 
American vernacular, “fakes.**

Annie M'Vicar Grant is a name that 
will always be honored by Scotchmen, 
as that of the author of “The Blue 
Bell8 of Scotland.” She was born in 
Glasgow 162 years ago, and as a child 
was brought to America by her father, 
an officer of the British army.

childhood was spent In Albany. At 
thirteen she was taken back to Scot­ 
land, and while stilt a gtrl became the 
wife of Rev. James Grant.

Stable or barnyard manure, at the 
rate of eight or ten tons per acre with 
200 pouhds of acid phosphate is re- 
comended for most land.

cation of 78 to 100 pounds of nttrste 
of soda when the cane la knee high 
will greatly Increase Its growth.

manure may be scattered broadcast 
over the land before plowing, or put 
in the drill with the seed.

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The subjet of Rev. Goodwin’s ser­ 
mon was "God, Our Greatest Defense,” 
and his text was King Hezekiab’s ivb-i 
table prayer prior to hie battle with 
Sennacherib, as recorded in Second 
Kings 19:14-19. 
A partial statement 
of the speaker’s sermon follows: 
"The success of Sennacherib, the As­ 
syrian monarch, had caused him to 
over-estimate hip capacity 
and 
the 
power of his mighty army. 
He had 
made many threats to Hezekiah, king 
of Judah; had made many demands 
upon him and his feeble nation, which 
wtth fear and trembling had been 
met. 
This insolent conqueror 
had 
contemptuously scorned every trust 
of the leader of God’s 
people, 
and 
branded him as a mere puppet. 
By 
the mouth of his spokesmen he ap­ 
pealed to the citizens of Jerusalem to 
abandon this broken staff, promising 
them for their disloyalty exemption 
from assault "and abundance of com­ 
fort for the future. Thus Sennacherib 
sought to allure them from true cit­ 
izenship and the service of God to the 
enjoyment of evil prosperity. 
To all 
this they answered him not a wo^d, 
for Hezakiah had commanded that no 
answer be returned. 
Speech is sil­ 
ver,’ it Is said, but ‘silence is golden.’ 
They had reason enough on their side 
to speak, but it would, be hard to 
speak to such an unreasonable adver­ 
sary without some heat of passion. 
Silence is a sign of strength of will, 
as is suggested by the sublime ?x- 
ample of-our Lord When on ttial He 
answered nothing; He heid His peace 
The limit, however, was reached, and 
the crisis came, when Hezekiah re­ 
ceived an insolent letter 
demanding 
surrender. 
At first Hezekiah was in 
despair. 
From a human standpoint, 
there was no hope; his soldiers were 
few in number, while 
the 
heathen 
army with thousands were over-run­ 
ning the land like grasshoppers. But 
‘man's extremity is God’s opportunity.’ 
The darkness of the night seems to 
make star of hope shine with great­ 
er radibncy. 
‘The darkest hour 'is 
just before dawn.’ 
Hezekiah did not 
do what many of us do in such an 
hour. 
He did not forget God. 
With 
the message in his hand he makes his 
way to the house of the Lord. Turn-' 
ing from the walls of Jerusalem and 
his own feeble army, he sought Je­ 
hovah, the Ood of bis nation. ‘Out of 
the depths' he cried unto the Lord
